PHINEAS GAGE: A TEXTBOOK CASE 


Unbeknown to Phineas Gage, a terrible brain injury that he 
sustained in 1848 contributed to the history of neuroscience 

and psychology. His miraculous survival, and the effects of the 
injury upon his character, made Gage an important case study for 
scientists concerned with the brain and human behaviour. 


At the time of the accident, 25-year-old Gage was working as a 
foreman on the construction of a railroad in Vermont, USA. In 
those days, dynamite was often used to blast away rock and clear 
a path for the railway. One day, Gage was using a long iron rod to 
compact explosives into a hole in the rock. Upon hitting the rock, 
the iron rod produced a spark that ignited the explosives. The 
subsequent blast propelled the rod through Gage’s left cheek, tore 
through his brain and exited through the top of his skull, landing 
some ten metres away. 


Fearing the worst, his family made funeral arrangements. Against 
all odds, however, after initially slipping into a semicomatose 
State, Gage recovered, physically at least. Mentally though, 

his injury appeared to have produced a dramatic change in his 
personality. From being well-liked and successful, he became rude, 
aggressive and socially inappropriate. According to his friends and 
acquaintances, he was no longer himself. Although he lost his 
position as a foreman, he managed to hold down other jobs, but 
died twelve years later following a series of epileptic seizures. 


In modern psychology his condition is known as post-traumatic 
social disinhibition acquired as a result of the damage to the frontal 
lobe. We now know that this part of the brain is our emotional 
control centre and home to our personality. It is involved in a whole 
range of high-level cognitive functions, such as decision-making, 
planning, inhibiting inappropriate behaviour, social interaction, 
understanding other people and self-awareness. However, in the 
nineteenth century, scientists were struggling to understand these 
connections. Gage’s injuries provided the first solid evidence for a 
link between brain trauma and personality change. 


Today, research is still being conducted into his condition and the 
majority of introductory psychology textbooks mention Gage. His 
skull and the iron rod are on display at the Warren Anatomical 
Museum at Harvard University and are the most sought-out 
items there.

A ground-breaking 
30-year study into 
childhood temperament 
and its impact on adult .

the Australian Institute 
of Family Studies (AIFS), 
tracked the progress and 
well-being of more than 1,000 children from infancy 
to their late twenties. 


Many studies collect data about what goes wrong 

in young people’s lives, and this information is 
invaluable, but it is only part of an intricate mosaic. 
The AIFS researchers are keenly interested in what 
is going right in the lives of young adults. Much of 
their research is devoted to looking at young people’s 
successes and skills, and evidence that they are 
thriving. This is called positive development. 


Positive development is not simply the absence 

of problems, but involves achieving optimal 
development and wellbeing. In measuring positive 
development in young people, researchers look 

for attributes and behaviours that enable them to 
take an active role in the community; be trusting 
and tolerant of people in society, especially those 
from different backgrounds; have confidence that 
important organisations in society would generally 
behave ethically and fairly; be responsible and 
empathetic in their relationships with others; and 
feel satisfied with their life and where it is heading. 
Young people high in these qualities are considered 
to be developing positively and functioning well. 


Equally important to researchers is which 
determinants earlier in life help people to develop 
these strengths and thrive as young adults. To 
answer this, they looked back to the data the young 
people and their families had provided when they 
were children and adolescents. They found that 
young people who thrived later on in life tended 

in childhood and adolescence to have experienced 
strong family relationships, strong relationships 
with their peers, better adjustment to life at school, 
better control over their emotions, and an interest in 
community involvement. The study concluded that 
all of these experiences are assets in helping young 
people to flourish as they become adults. 


The findings are an invaluable resource for 
developing interventions and programmes that 
reduce risks and also strengthen protective factors to 
assist optimal development.

When such situations arise, knowing where to draw the line is vitally important. Otherwise, by giving in and 
| doing something that is contrary to their character or core value system, they could be letting themselves in 
for distress and regret. For this reason, they should always stand up for what they think is right. They should 
speak up in an assertive, but non-confrontational, way to let others know that they have boundaries. There 
may be some teasing at first but, nevertheless, that is a small price to pay for doing the right thing.

Until a few years ago, the typical Android phone was hideously ugly and made of cheap and nasty- | 
looking plastic. Then along came ABT with its breakthrough Genius1, in an attractive, minimalist design. 
Without doubt, it was the best-looking Android phone of its time, inspiring many firm followers and 
prompting a slew of copycats. 


Fastforward three years and four iterations of phones, and the Genius¢ is still much the same. Like the 
Geniusi, a glass-covered front blends into the metal frame creating a sleek look. But so what? Since 
ABT’s competitors took note of the Genius’ radical design, the market has been flooded with look-alike 
| devices, thus rendering the new Genius4 model generic and unexciting. Imitation may be the sincerest 
form of flattery, but the once-seminal design of the Genius4 could be its downfall. 


For diehard Genius fans, the iconic design will suffice, but those hankering for the next big thing should 
A Michael look no further than Core’s X7i model. Its impossibly slim lines and not inconsiderably lower price are 
sure to please. Stay tuned for more about that in our next issue. 


My grandmother makes and receives calls. Occasionally, she engages in SMS exchanges — mind you, 
nothing too challenging — simple text, no attachments. She's not fussed with photos, emails or apps — 
her requirements are the most basic. The Genius4 would suit her to a T. In fact, senior citizens should be 
lining up around the block like teens for Tay Tay concert tickets to get their hands on this device. 


Unfortunately for ABT, the granny market was not what they had in mind for the Genius4. Print and 

TV ads, brimming with 20-somethings sporting Zeitgeist beards, genie pants and floppy beanies, are 
testament to that. The phone, however, doesn’t measure up for that demographic. Generations Y and Z 
need high-capacity batteries, desktop-quality web pages, good music storage, better video capabilities 
and a camera to deliver top-notch selfies. The Genius4 falls flat. 


Although the camera has similar specs to other phones, it has a nasty tendency to over expose images 
and lose detail. It's nowhere near as good as the best phone cameras on the market, and for an asking 
price of £499, | would expect it to be. 


Contrary to popular opinion, interesting things are happening in the smartphone world. Not only has the 
bar been raised significantly in terms of what we expect from our phones and their features, we've also 
been exposed to a wealth of new technologies and novel ways of interacting with our phones. 


But if you've found recent offerings to be underwhelming, ABT’s new Genius¢ isn’t likely to make you 
deviate from that position. It’s not that the Genius4 is a bad phone — it decidedly isn’t — but rather the

On a winter's night in a run-down pocket of Naples, a group gathers 
outside a crumbling facade behind a tiny square. An oddly quiet

With them acting as middlemen, their plan entailed bringing together 
donors and recipients.

Making it happen, her way 


Walking past a doorway in the centre 
of town, you spot a figure huddled 
there in an old sleeping bag, homeless 
and hungry. You feel pity, but you don’t 
stop.

Maria may be small in stature, but 

her heart is huge. Her caring nature 
was evident when, as a teenager, she 
would bring home stray animals.

But to be a true science, it 
has to stand up to empirical 
testing. This wasn't done 
until the 1960s, when 
Harvard professor, Stanley 
Milgram, devised a way to 
do so. Hardy explains, ‘It was quite clever. 
He randomly selected people to send a 
package to the same ‘target’ — someone they 
didn't know. They couldn't do it directly, only 
via someone they knew on a firstname basis, 
who in turn forwarded it on to someone in 
their network, and so on until the package 
was finally delivered.’ Expecting the chain to 
include at least a hundred intermediaries, the 
participants were amazed to discover it had 
only taken between five and seven links to 
achieve the objective. 


Milgram’s findings inspired the phrase ‘six 
degrees of separation’ and it was popularised 
in the title of a play. ‘The findings were later 
dismissed,’ Hardy informs me, ‘because his 
conclusion was based on a small number of 
packages. In science, you need large samples 
to back up your findings.’ Despite this, six 
degrees of separation gained acceptance 

in pop culture when the parlour game Six 
Degrees of Kevin Bacon caught on. The game 
requires players to link other actors to Bacon, 
in a maximum of six films. Bacon has since 
revealed he initially thought the game was a 
huge joke at his expense, and that strangers 
would approach, touch him and say, ‘I'm one 
degree!’ This unlikely phenomenon among film 
fans led to the launch, in 1997, of a website 
called SixDegrees.com - the precursor to 
Facebook and Twitier, and to all intents and 
purposes, the first social networking site. 


Variations on Milgram’s method to test the 
theory continued. In 2001 thousands of 
participants had to connect to a random 
person via e-mail by creating a human chain. 
Once analysed, the data revealed there were 
six degrees of separation. Microsoft used 

an enormous database of 30 billion instant 
messages in 2008. They found that a slightly 


higher average of 6.6 links 

were required to connect two 
people. According to Hardy, ‘A constant was 
emerging and researchers were keen to know 
if the phenomenon was applicable outside of 
the social networking world’. 


It turns out that it is. Hardy elaborates, 
‘Network theory can examine serious 
problems like disease transmission, and 
how financial markets or power grids fail — 
anything, in fact, with steps or components. 
It can even help us to understand how ideas 
spread or how fads catch on. Consider 

a successful product. You think it owes its 
popularity to some inherent quality. But as a 
network theorist, | say success is driven by a 
type of social chain reaction where more and 
more people buy a product because other 
people are buying it. It's the herd mentality’. 


Armed with this knowledge, advertisers use 
social networks to promote products in viral 
marketing campaigns. ‘The beauty of network 
theory,’ explains Hardy, ‘is that it could allow 
us to pinpoint the weakest link, the part of 

the network most vulnerable to marketing 

and most likely to spread the word. Once 

the ‘right’ kind of people are targeted, a 
product can take off.’ Intrigued, | ask Hardy 
how this advertiser's dream demographic 

can be identified out of the billions of people 
online. ‘Every click, every like, every comment 
you make and every connection you have is 
used by your social networking site to build 
up a profile that’s sold to the brands. You've 
become a commodity, he replies, a bit too 
cheerily for my liking. 


And with that answer, all the fun of six 
degrees is gone, to be replaced by a stark 
and unwelcome reality: in our increasing 
online connectedness, | am a product and no 
longer a person.

Travel, when you think about it, is a largely selfish pursuit. It's all 
about me, me, me. Places | can go to, people | can meet, things 
| can see, food | can try, my bucket list, my experiences. Are you 
a self-absorbed traveller? Let's look at some common scenarios, 
starting with the plight of the traveller seeking to discover 
something unique.

Your first reaction is to blame the guide book, regardless of the fact 
that it's probably the way you found out about it, too. And it’s true, 
that book in your hand has a bit to answer for. But that’s a simplistic 
notion. In an age of mass tourism, of backpacker grapevines, of 
internet and travel blogs, its inevitable that what was once a pristine

You can direct a little blame at the locals, too. Without their efforts, 
that which seems to offend you would not exist. They like the money 
and they want more — although it's a bit hard to blame them for that.

D There is also something imperialistic about not allowing — or wanting — less developed countries to develop along 
the lines of our own cultures. After a recent trip to Nepal, a member of our group was complaining about locals in 
a village, and how the place was spoilt because there was an internet café. | couldn't believe my ears. Why can’t 
these Nepalese people enjoy the web if they so choose? 


E Stay calm and don’t get angry if you think you've been charged a bit more for your transport, hotel or food. 
Perhaps it’s just an honest mistake. Try to point out the discrepancy in a polite and respectful way, and don’t 
accuse anyone of dishonesty. Yes, it's your hard-earned cash, but don’t assume people want to rob you of it just 
because they have less. 


F Be careful about what you're buying, too. In countries with lax environmental regulations, or where authorities 
turn a blind eye to illegal trade, it’s not difficult to find products made from endangered species such as shell, 
coral and certain woods. It never fails to shock me when | hear of anyone buying ivory products, like carvings or 
jewellery. And then there's medicine made from parts of endangered animals. Don't even think about it! The tiger 
population in Asia has been drastically reduced, and for what? Some crackpot cure that doesn’t work. 


G Isn't this concept of an exclusive paradise selfish? Not only that, but the arrogance implicit in it is astonishing too. 
Without wishing to state the obvious, the second you decide to go to a place because it is paradise, you are part 
of the problem. The blaring speakers, international sport on big screen TVs, karaoke, fish and chips — it’s all there 
because it's what the tourists want.

The quality of the environment is essential to tourism. People travel far and wide to see beautiful environments, 
both natural and man-made. However, tourism’s relationship with the environment is complex. It involves many 
activities that can have adverse environmental effects. Many of these impacts are linked with the construction of 
general infrastructure such as roads and airports, and of tourism facilities, including resorts, hotels, restaurants and 
shops. The negative impacts of tourism development can gradually destroy the environmental resources on which it 
depends.

The first text begins with the observation that tourism is totally dependent on the quality of natural and man-made environments. 
That is to say, people prefer to visit attractive destinations. While this may seem abundantly obvious, the text goes on to point 

out an interesting paradox. It is this: the construction of tourism facilities and infrastructure often has a detrimental effect on the 
environment needed for tourism to survive. We can see this in the lack of planning and building regulations that have led to sprawling 
developments along once-picturesque coastlines. Such resorts look out of place in any natural environment and, notwithstanding 
their initial appeal, over time they are overlooked in favour of more appealing destinations that have not been overdeveloped. 


The second text argues that multinational companies involved in tourism are bad for local business owners. It uses the example 

of all-inclusive holiday resorts, where tourists spend all their time and money. It proposes tighter regulations to lessen the impact 
on local economies. For the holidaymaker, such package holidays have a particular appeal, being not only convenient and but also 
economical. However, it does seem unfair that profits do not find their way into local businesses and communities. At the very least, 
multinationals should be made by law to employ only local staff, thereby increasing income flows into the community. 


In the final analysis, it would appear that tourism can have some very undesirable impacts. Destroying the environment that it 


requires in order to thrive is very short-sighted. In terms of economies, depriving local businesses of tourist income is unfair and

William Shakespeare course 

Introduction 

The aim of this report is to describe and evaluate the four-week William Shakespeare course that I attended at the 
community college in April, as well as assess its usefulness and give some recommendations. 

Content 


The course approached the works of Shakespeare in a way which I found to be quite novel and thoroughly engaging. 
As a class, we did not look at a play in its entirety, but parts of different works through connected themes such as love, 
ambition and conscience. This enabled us to trace the development of Shakespeare's views. In addition, the tutor drew 


wonderful parallels between Shakespeare and present-day situations. This brought Shakespeare to life and made the 
works very accessible. 


Organisation 
The classes were very well-organised. The course objectives were clearly explained at the start and the class 
discussion was directed towards their achievement.

In some of these cases, the girls may give 
consent, but the extent to which this can be 
described as free and informed when they 
are pressured by society, their family and 
economic stresses is problematic.

Social media is the air that celebrities breathe. No other platform can keep them so relevant in the cut-throat business 
of fame. But beyond satisfying their need to connect with the public, social media is also helping to fill bank accounts. 
To maintain their fabulous lifestyles, celebrities can turn to social media where the world of Instagram and influencer 
marketing awaits.

Two sides 


to every story

° A poignant moment when a wrongly convicted man is 
finally set free. An actor caught in the glare of flashbulbs 
as he stumbles out of a nightclub. These are the subjects 
of Lottie Banes and Aaron Campbell — a documentary 
film-maker and a paparazzo respectively. What connects 
them is they both work in the media, but that’s where 
any similarity ends. 


Originally looking to a career in feature films after 
studying under a famed director, an unexpected turn 
of events led Lottie to make a documentary and she 

* hasn't looked back since. I ask her why documentaries 
are quickly becoming the most exciting genre of film- 
making. 


“Feature documentaries have become the place for 

telling in-depth stories, now that traditional journalists 

are too busy chasing page views,” she replies. She has 

a point. In a previous era, the evening news, the daily 

papers and the newsweeklies were the main places 

to get the latest international news of the day, but no 

longer. The new, gossipy style of TV and print journalism 
2 has surrendered the role of serious investigative 

journalism to documentarians. 


Traditional media is in a state of fundamental 
change. Because international bureaus have been 
decimated, newspapers have been in decline, at least 
since advertising revenues were wiped out by online 
marketing sites. The news still needs to be told, so it’s 
now coming to us in a different form. 
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“The information void that has been created is being 
filled by documentary film-makers around the world,” she 
continues. “Documentarians are the new journalists, not 
simply because journalism itself is in a state of crisis. The 
content of documentaries is more gripping than the content 
of journalism.” Anyone who has watched a hard-hitting 
documentary would agree that they are intense projects. 
Often fuelled by a passion for the truth and moral outrage, 
they don’t just scratch the surface but rather delve deep 
into an issue. 


Documentaries have overcome their old stereotype of being 
boring films about nature, in large part due to excellent 
pieces of investigative journalism. This subgenre of the 
documentary is the most popular and familiar, and deals 
with important issues and exposés of environmental 
catastrophes, cover-ups, and the injustices of the wrongly 
convicted. 


By approaching these subjects in an impassioned way, 
documentaries mirror our own reactions to what is 
happening. We can thus connect with the content in a way 
that is not possible with traditional media. 


As Lottie explains, “News that is neutral or seen to be overly 
objective tends not to leave a strong, lasting impression. A 
print journalist covering an issue approaches the subject 
like the proverbial fly on the wall, presenting facts as 
impartially as possible. A documentarian, on the other 
hand, approaches the same issue from one side of the 
argument and with powerful video images to support it. In 
many ways, this is the opposite of objective journalism, but 
it’s a direct path to the heart of the issue.” 


Such documentaries — the kind that prove a point — have 
struck a chord with the public, and documentarians are 
now counted among the great journalists. 


This can’t be said for the paparazzi that hound celebrities. 
They will likely never join the ranks of the world’s great 
photographers. But then again, that isn’t their aim. While 
documentarians tell us what we need to know, the paps 
give us what we want to know. 


As far as Aaron Campbell is concerned, he’s providing a 
community service. He says most people enjoy the photos. 
“The fact is celebrities have become a guilty pleasure, and I 
challenge anyone to say they haven't read celebrity gossip 
or clicked on a story to see the accompanying photos.” He 
may have a point there. Most people would deny taking 

a discreet peek in order not to be labelled star-struck or 
worse, mindless. Click rates don’t lie — there are figures 

to show how many views a story generates. And it’s the 
public’s insatiable demand for celebrity gossip that keeps 
the photo agencies in business. 


So why do.the paparazzi have such a bad reputation if 
they’re satisfying the needs of the public? “What they don’t 
like is their perception of how we get the photos,” Campbell 
replies. Paparazzi are known to camp outside celebrity 
homes, stalk them while they are at lunch and even give 
high speed chase to snap them. Campbell, however, prefers 
to drive around the city searching for celebrities instead 

of ‘door stepping’ — the term used to describe watching 
someone’s home. “They don’t like us, but the paparazzi are 
a necessary evil,” he says.

Chocolate — that delicious, dark brown, mood-altering delight — for more than 3000 years was consumed primarily as 

a drink. While our modern conception of chocolate as.a solid bar differs from its earliest mode of culinary delivery, the 
cultural significance has stayed relatively constant across the centuries; it is a currency of pleasure, luxury and ritual. 
Cacao and its seeds, or cocoa beans, have historical significance with the Olmec, Maya, and Aztec peoples — a 
significance that depends upon the context each culture provides. An Olmec site has yielded at least one ceramic 
container that evidences the preparation of cacao as a beverage dating to roughly 1 900 BC. The Olmec were the first 
major civilisation in Mesoamerica. Unfortunately, they did not use written language, so we know very little besides what 
their abandoned sites can tell us, but it is generally agreed that they were the first to domesticate the cacao tree, that 
the beverages they made from cacao were used for medicinal and ceremonial purposes, and that their cultural lineage 
extended through the Maya and Aztec Empires. 


The Maya, in contrast, left behind a rich record of data regarding their fondness for cacao drinks, which they associated 
with the gods. Incidentally, Carl Linnaeus, founder of taxonomy, clearly had this legend in mind when he named the 
plant Theobroma cacao, in the eighteenth century -Theobroma from the Greek for ‘food of the gods'and ‘cacao’ being a 
European derivative of the indigenous Mayan kakau. The Maya also had a hieroglyph representing cacao in their art, and 
left behind depictions of rudimentary recipes for production. For the Maya, the cacao beverage was a treasured drink 

of the ruling class, and a treat for families who cultivated cacao in their home gardens. For the drink, the beans were 
fermented, dried and roasted, much like today, then ground and mixed with a variety of spices to form a paste that was 
heated and poured from vessel to vessel to produce a frothy foam. 


For the Aztecs, cacao beans were both a valuable commodity and a major form of currency and tribute payment in 
their empire. The neighbouring towns of Tenochtitlan and Tlatelolco each had large, well-organised markets that were 
visited by all the surrounding townspeople. Watched over by special government officials who ensured that weights, 
measures and prices matched the quality of goods, the Aztec market included both vendors of prepared chocolate 
and dealers of raw beans. The honest cacao seller would divide the beans into separate piles according to their origin. 
Dishonest dealers, meanwhile, used various ruses to sell counterfeit beans, artificially colouring inferior lots of cacao, or 
even disguising worthless avocado seeds with cacao hulls to fool customers. The Aztecs also used cacao ritually, both 
to be drunk during ceremonies and even symbolically in acts of human sacrifice. In this context, the cacao pod would 
symbolise the human heart.

There are competing theories on the etymology of the word ‘chocolate’ but most have at least some 
connection to the Aztec language of Nahuatl. Some attribute the word to the Nahuatl word xocolatl 
meaning ‘bitter water’— and it was indeed bitter, being sweetened with honey for those who preferred 
it that way. Another theory suggests the word is a hybrid of a Mayan word chokol, which means ‘hot’ 
and the Nahuatl word atl meaning water; thus ‘hot water’ It could also be a combination of kakau and 
atl, simply ‘cacao water’. Any way you look at it, the word ‘chocolate itself represents a combination of 


Maya and Aztec cultures; an appropriate blend considering the historical transmission of knowledge 
through the cacao trade. When enthusiasm for chocolate spread across Europe, European colonies in 
Africa and Malaysia began to raise ‘cocoa’, as the cacao bean came to be called in Europe. 


It was not until 1828 that chocolate changed from a sacred drink to the solid bar we know A

today, through the addition of cocoa butter. Not only did Coenraad Johannes van Houten of the 

Netherlands create the process of manufacturing cocoa butter, but he also discovered how to treat chocolate 
with alkalisto to remove the bitter taste that had until that point been characteristic of chocolate. While the 
addition of chilli had long since been dropped from the recipes by Europeans, vanilla was often retained, along 
with milk and sugar, the latter being unavailable to the Aztecs. Thus, chocolate as we know it came into existence 
after several thousand years of being consumed in liquid form with a pungent, bitter taste. These days, producers 
of chocolate are experimenting even further, by adding not just sugar and milk, but chilli, lavender, mint and 
other flavours, giving us new forms, new uses and new tastes, all continually inspired by its divine origins.

The bullies aren't bothering her for the time being. 
e situations that are temporary. 
We are staying with relatives for a few days. 
e an annoying habit (often with always, continually, 
constantly and forever). 
The brothers are always arguing. 
e describing what is happening in a picture. 
A couple are walking hand in hand down the street. 
e plans and arrangements for the future. 
She's meeting her auntie next weekend. 
e situations that are changing or developing in the 
present. 
People are becoming more and more dependent on 
social media. 


Note: Some time expressions that are often used with the 
Present Continuous are: at the moment, now, for the time 
being, this morning/afternoon/evening/week/month/year, 
today, etc. 

I'm living at home for the time being. 


Remember 

Stative verbs are not usually used in continuous tenses 
because they describe states and not actions. To talk about 
the present, we use these verbs in the Present Simple 
tense. 

Charlene adores reality television shows. 

The coffee brewing in the kitchen smells wonderful. 


1.3 Present Perfect Simple 


We use the Present Perfect Simple for 

e something that started in the past and has continued 
until now. 
They have lived in the same house since they got 
married. 

e something that happened in the past but we don’t know 
exactly when. 
Helen has met her friend's family. 

e something that happened in the past and has a result 
that affects the present. 
We are thrilled because we have become 
grandparents! 

e an action that has just finished. 
She has just phoned her mother. 

e experiences and achievements 
She has organised several school reunions. 

e an action that happened several times or repeatedly in 
the past. 
She has visited her cousin several times this month. 

e Superlatives and expressions the first/second time. 
This is the third time I’ve asked if you're coming. 


Note: Some time expressions often used with the Present 
Perfect Simple are already, ever, for, for a long time, for 
ages, just, never, once, recently, since last Monday/June, 
so far, twice, until now, yet, etc. 

She has never lost contact with her best friend. 


Remember 

We use have been when someone has gone somewhere 
and has now returned. We use have gone when someone 
has gone somewhere and is still there. 

Jim has been to school and now he’s on the bus home. 
Jim has gone to school and will be home at four o'clock. 


1.4 Present Perfect Continuous 


We use the Present Perfect Continuous for 

e actions that started in the past and are still in progress 
or have happened repeatedly until now. 
They have been getting a lot of friend requests 
recently. 
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actions that happened repeatedly in the past and have 

finished recently but that have results affecting the 

present. 

I've been updating the family tree so it includes the 

younger generation. 

e emphasising how long actions have been in progress for. 
Her teachers have been following her progress for 
years. 

e a recent or unfinished action. 

She has been chatting with her friends online. 


Note: Some time expressions often used with the Present 
Perfect Continuous are all day/night/week, for years/a 
long time/ages, lately, recently, since. We can use How 
long ...? with the Present Perfect Continuous in questions 
and for (very) long in questions and negative sentences. 
Sheila has been checking social media all afternoon. 
How long have they been staying with their aunt? 


1.5 Past Simple 


We use the Past Simple for 

e actions that started and finished in the past. 
The boys became friends at primary school, back in 
1970. 

e past routines and habits (often with adverbs of 
frequency). 
In the 70s, children usually walked to school. 

e past states. 
The school stood at the end of their street. 

e actions that happened one after the other in the past, 
for example in a narrative. 
We met outside the cinema and discussed which film 
to watch. 


Note: Some time expressions often used with the Past 
Simple are yesterday, last week/month/summer, a week/ 
month/year ago, twice a week, once a month, at the 
weekend, in April, in the morning/afternoon/evening, at 
night, on Sundays, on Tuesday mornings, etc. 

We attended a school reunion last month. 


1.6 Past Continuous 


We use the Past Continous for 

e actions that were in progress at a specific time in the 
past. 
Pete was chatting with his friends until late last night. 

e two or more actions that were in progress at the same 
time in the past. 
As she was checking her email, she was deleting all 
the spam. 

e giving background information in a story. 
People were holding street parties to celebrate a 
national holiday. 

e an action that was in progress in the past and was 
interrupted by another action. 
We were enjoying the performance when someone’s 
mobile phone rang. 

e temporary situations in the past. 
Ken's son wasn’t talking to him at the time. 

e actions in the past that were annoying (usually with 
always/forever/continually, etc.) 
The eldest son had a short fuse and was always taking 
his anger out on his siblings. 
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Note: Some time expressions often used with the Past 
Continuous are while, as, all day/week/month/year, at six 
o'clock yesterday, last Monday/week/month, this morning, 
etc. 

The family were planning their holiday all week. 


1.7 Past Perfect Simple 


We use the Past Perfect Simple for 

e an action or situation that finished before another past 
action or situation. 
Jen had asked permission before she borrowed her 
mum’s book. 
She had never realised she was an extrovert until she 
took the test. 
By the time she received her friend's invitation, she had 
already made other plans. 


Note: Some time expressions often used with the Past 
Perfect Simple are before, after, when, already, for, for a 
long time/ages, just, never, once, since 1999/last night, 
yet, etc. 

We hadn't met our whole extended family for years. 


1.8 Past Perfect Continuous 


We use the Past Perfect Continuous for 

e actions that started in the past and were still in progress 
when another past action started or when something 
happened. 
lan had been searching for years when he finally found 
his long lost brother. 

e actions that were in progress in the past and had an 
effect on a later action. 
Dave was frustrated because he had been searching 
for his passport all morning. 


Note: Some time expressions often used with the Past 
Perfect Continuous are all day/night/week, for years/a 
long time/ages, since etc. We can use How long ...? with 
the Past Perfect Continuous in questions and for (very) 
long in questions and negative sentences. 

They hadn't been talking for very long when they found 
out they had a mutual friend. 


1.9 Used to, Would & Will 


We use used to + bare infinitive for 

e actions that happened regularly in the past but no 
longer happen. 
We used to call home from public phone boxes. 

e states that existed in the past but no longer exist. 
There used to be two postal deliveries every weekday. 


Note: We use would + bare infinitive for regular actions in 
the past that we no longer do. We do not use it for past 
states. 
Their grandmother would welcome them with a hug 
whenever they came to visit. 
The twins were so close that they would often finish each 
other’s sentences. 
We can use will + bare infinitive for 
e talking about expected behaviour in the present. 
Every morning she will feed the cat before leaving the 
house. 
e expressing annoyance about something (the will is 
stressed in these sentences). 
You will always interrupt me when l'm trying to say 
something! 


1.10 Auxiliaries | 


We can often use only the auxiliary 

e when the main verb is understood, to avoid repeating 
the whole verb. 
| love nature walks, as do my children. 

She seldom gets angry, and if she does, she never 
takes it out on others. 

We learnt to compromise, but before we did, we used 
to argue a lot. 

e when the main verb is understood, to avoid repeating | 
the whole verb the auxiliary can also be a different tense 
from the main verb. 

They made up and after they had, they became good 
friends. 


We can often use the auxiliary with the main verb 
e for emphasis. 
l did feel sorry for the lost child.

e decisions made at the time of speaking. 
This message is urgent so l'Il answer it immediately. 
e predictions.

e promises.

e talking about future facts. 
This new course will help you make the most of your 
tablet. 
e offering to do something for someone. 
I'll book the tickets for you online. | 
e asking someone to do something. | 
Will you send me the link, please? | 


2.2 Be going to 


We use be going to for 
e future plans 
My dad is going to upgrade his laptop. 
* predictions for the near future based on present | 
situations or evidence. | 
Your phone battery is very low; it’s going to run out | 
really soon. 


Note: Some time expressions that are often used with | 
the Future Simple and be going to are: this week/month/ | 
summer, tonight, this evening, tomorrow, tomorrow | 
morning/afternoon/night, next week/month/year, at the 
weekend, in December, in a few minutes/hours/days, on | 
Saturday, on Friday morning, etc. 

I'll reply to that message in a minute. 


2.3 Future Continuous 


We use the Future Continuous for 

e actions that will be in progress at a specific time in the 
future. 
They'll be taking part in a video conference at 10 
o'clock tomorrow. 

e plans and arrangements for the future. 
The technology company will be launching the new 
product tomorrow. 
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Note: Some time expressions often used with the Future 
Continuous are this time next week/month/summer, this 
time tomorrow morning/afternoon/night, etc. 

This time tomorrow she will be taking her test online. 


2.4 Future Perfect Simple 


We use the Future Perfect simple to talk about 

e something that will be finished by or before a specific 
time in the future. 
Fran will have uploaded the photos by now. 

e the length of time that an action will have lasted for at a 
point of time in the future. 
! will have had this phone for a month on Thursday and 
I'm still getting used to it. 


Note: Some time expressions often used with the Future 
Perfect Simple are by the end of the week/month/year, by 
this time tomorrow, by tomorrow night/ 10 o’clock/2025, 
etc. 

By this time tomorrow we will have received the goods 
we are now ordering online. 


2.5 Future Perfect Continuous 


We use the Future Perfect Continuous for 

e showing that something will continue until a particular 
event or time in the future. 
The boys will have been playing this game for a year 
when the new version comes out. 

e actions that will be in progress in the future and will 
have an effect on a later action. 
Soon she won't type at all because she will have been 
using the voice to text app for months and will have 
mastered it. 


2.6 Shall 


We use shall to 
e make a suggestion or an offer. 
Shall we check flights online? 
e to show determination. 
We shall do all we can to protect you from viruses. 
e state intentions 
| shan't call you if you don’t return my messages. 
We shall do whatever we can to save energy. 


Note: Shall is used with we and | for intentions and is 
considered more formal than will. 


2.7 Other ways to express the future 


e We use to be (just) about to to talk about the immediate 
future. 
Can | call you back? My battery's just about to run 
down. 

e We use to be (just) on the point/verge/brink of to talk 
about the immediate future. 
He’s just on the verge of fixing the software problem. 

e We use to be due to to talk about formal arrangements. 
The technology company is due to launch the new 
console soon. 

e We use to be to for formal announcements and 
obligations. 
The mobile phone operators are to reduce roaming 
charges. 
You are not to change the settings on my phone 
without my permission! 
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2.8 Time expressions (temporals) 


When we use time expressions such as when, before, after, 
until, once, by the time, etc. to talk about the future, we 
use them with a present or present perfect tense, not a 
future tense. When time expressions relate to Future in the 
Past, we use the Past Simple or Past Perfect. 
When life is changing dramatically, you will remember 
the past with nostalgia. 
Once you have confirmed the booking, the company 
will send you an email. 
By the time she checks her messages, they will already 
be out of date. 
After he had forgotten his password, he would have 
difficulties accessing his account. 


2.9 Verbs with future implication 


We use verbs like intend, foresee, envisage, plan, 
anticipate, expect, look forward to, count on, hope, fear, 
dread, etc. 
e to imply the future. 
She plans to upgrade her computer soon. 
e to imply the future and also give information about the 
event (whether it is positive or negative etc.). 
She is looking forward to getting a smart TV. 
He dreads checking his exam results online in case 
he’s failed. 
We can count on the weather being hot in Madrid 
in July. 


2.10 Adjectives and phrases expressing the 
future 


We use some expressions, phrases and adjectives to relate 

to the future. These include 

e neutral expressions and adjectives like in the offing, in 
the pipeline, on the horizon, on the way, forthcoming, 
upcoming, imminent, ahead, etc. 

An updated version of the phone is on the way. 
Forthcoming/Upcoming attractions include a major 
technology exhibition. 

e expressions and adjectives that show the event is going 
to happen very soon like upon us, on the verge of (See 
2.7 above), fast approaching. 

The holidays are fast approaching/are upon us. 
We are on the verge/point/brink of a new era of space 
exploration. 

e expressions that show an event is very probable, like on 
the cards, be bound/certain/sure to, etc. 

There are signs that a solution is in the offing/on the 
cards. 
There is bound/certain/sure to be a breakthrough. 

e in store to show that we do not know what to expect. 
This new game has a lot of surprises in store. 

e expressions and adjectives that show the event is 
negative like be looming, be brewing, impending. 

The arrival of the credit card bill fills us with a sense of 
impending doom 

A storm is looming / brewing in the technology 
company. 
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2.11 Future in the Past 


Future in the Past is used to express the idea that in the 
past you thought something would happen in the future. 
To express the future from a point of view in the past, we 
use the respective past tense. 
e would is used to talk about offers and promises. 
She said she would text me. 
e was/were going to is used to talk about plans. 
He was deciding which content he was going to 
upload. 
e would and was/were going to can be used to talk about 
predictions. 
He had no idea that his video would/was going to go 
viral.

3.1 The Passive Voice 


We use the passive when 

e the action is more important than who or what is 
responsible for it (the agent). 
The luggage was searched by the security officer. 

e we don't know the agent, or it is not important. 
Several people were injured in the demonstration. 


Note: When it is important to mention the agent in a 
passive sentence, we use the word by. When we want to 
mention a tool or material in the passive sentence, we use 
the word with. 

The political prisoner was visited by his country’s 

ambassador. 

The railway was built by prisoners. 

The demonstration was organised with a campaign on 

social media. 


The passive is formed with the verb be and a past 
participle. Notice how the active verb forms change to 
passive verb forms. 


Note: Sometimes the verb get replaces the verb be. This is 
more common in spoken English. 
The activist got arrested during the demonstration.

We change an active sentence into a passive sentence in 
the following way. 


The object of the verb in the active sentence becomes the 
subject of the verb in the passive sentence. The verb be 
is used in the same tense as the main verb in the active 
sentence, together with the past participle of the main 
verb in the active sentence. 

They were filming him. He was being filmed. 
When we want to change an active sentence with two 
objects into the passive voice, one becomes the subject 
of the passive sentence and the other one remains an 
object. We choose the object we want to emphasise. If the 
personal object remains an object in the passive sentence, 
then we have to use a suitable preposition (to, for, etc). 

We presented them with the petition. 

They were presented with the petition. 

The petition was presented to them. 


3.2 Passive Voice: Gerunds, Infinitives & 
Modal Verbs 


Gerund making | being made 
| Bare Infinitive _ | make | | be made 
| Full Infinitive vu to make _ | to be made 
Modal | can make AE | can be made 


The wealthy banker enjoyed being treated well. 
The incident had better be reported to the police. 
He wanted to be included in the campaign. 

Any direct action must be carefully planned. 


Note: Some verbs have noun forms that can be used as 
the subject of a passive sentence, with the addition of a 
new passive verb. 

They're closing the factory next month. 

The factory is being closed next month. 

The closure of the factory will be finalised by next 

month. 


3.3 Reporting with Passive Verbs 


We often use verbs like believe, consider, know, expect, 
say, suppose and think in the passive voice to report what 
someone has said. They can be used in an impersonal or a 
personal passive structure. 


We form the impersonal passive structure with it + passive 
verb + that + clause. 
It is believed that helping others is good for you. 


We form the personal structure with noun + passive verb + 
full infinitive. 
The protest is expected to be peaceful. 


3.4 Transitive and Intransitive verbs 


Verbs are transitive if they are followed by an object and 
intransitive if they are not. Some verbs can be used both 
transitively and intransitively. In a passive construction the 
object of an active verb becomes the subject of the passive 
verb. It follows that only verbs used transitively can be 

used in the passive. Intransitive verbs like die, seem, go, 
laugh, occur, swim, wait, etc are not used in the passive 
voice. There are also a few transitive verbs that are not 
used in the passive voice: escape, elude, flee, get, have, 
like, resemble. 
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3.5 Avoiding the passive 


Note: There is, generally speaking, no passive form for the 
Future Continuous, Present Perfect Continuous and Past 
Perfect Continuous. 


For example: ‘The pay rise has been being discussed 
for some time,’ is not grammatically incorrect, but it is 
awkward. Perfect continuous forms of the passive are 
sometimes heard, but should be avoided. It is better to 
say: ‘The pay rise has been under discussion for some 
time.’ Other expressions that are useful include under 
review, under construction, in progress, under suspicion, 
under scrutiny, under surveillance, under investigation and 
under arrest. 
Often a noun is used instead of a passive construction in 
written English. 

They talked about the abolition of the minimum wage. 


They talked about the minimum wage being abolished. 


3.6 Passive Causative 


We use the causative to say that 

e someone has arranged for somebody to do something 
for them. 
The police had the activist’s background checked. 

e something unpleasant happened to someone 
The suspect had his phone tapped while under 
investigation. 


We form the causative with have + object + past participle. 
It can be used in a variety of tenses. When we want to 
mention the agent, we use the word by. 

We have had all of the workers’ papers processed. 

A boss used to have his letters typed by his secretary. 

The animal rights activists had the fur farm shut down. 


We can also use get + object + past participle. This 

structure is less formal. 

The teacher got her work permit renewed as soon as it 
expired. 

e We can also use get somebody to do something and 
have somebody do something to say we ask someone 
or make someone do something. 

We got all our friends to sign the petition. 
We had all our friends sign the petition. 

e We use get something done to mean finish doing 
something. 

After long discussions, they got the agreement signed. 

e We use have something/someone doing to mean we 
start someone or something doing something. 

Talk of food shortages had people panic buying. 


Other passive causative structures can be formed with 
need, prefer, want, would like + object + past or present 
participle. 
He prefers the orders to be dealt with immediately. 
We needed the computers (to be) checked for viruses. 
I want this report (to be) typed, please.

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Teenagers can text extremely fast. 

Can you send me a message? 

Yes, you can connect to the free Wi-Fi. 

That profile picture can’t be recent; he looks far too 
young! 

My son could use the phone when he was four years old. 
Don’t write that comment; it could be misunderstood. 
Could you help me set up an email account, please? 
You could surprise your friend with a handwritten letter. 
They may well be able to find their old school mates via 
social media.

4.3 Expressing probability/possibility without 
modals 


To express probability we can use the phrases in all 
likelihood/probability, the chances are that, there’s every 
chance/likelihood that, there’s a (good) chance that, 
it's (quite) probable/likely/possible that, sth is likely to 
happen, sth will probably happen, etc. 
To express negative probability we can use the phrases 
there’s little/no chance/likelihood that, it’s just possible/ 
very unlikely/quite unlikely/doubtful/inconceivable that sth 
will happen, sth is (very) unlikely to happen, etc. 
In all likelihood, the newborn baby will be given his 
grandfather's name. 
There’s a chance that we'll miss the reunion due to 
unforeseen circumstances. 
They are unlikely to find out who their ancestors were 
because no records exist. 
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4.4 Modals in clauses of concession 


We use modals in certain clauses of concession, sometimes 
with inversion. 
Try as she might, she can’t communicate with her 
sister. (However hard she tries/Although she tries hard) 
Hard though it may be, you have to make new friends. 
(Although it is hard) 
Strange as it may seem, those two very different 
people are twins. (Although it seems strange) 
She lost contact with her children, be that as it may, 
she is still their mother. (Although this is true, it doesn’t 
change the fact that) 


4.5 Negative forms 


Note the difference in meaning between don't have to 
and mustn't. Don't have to expresses a lack of obligation, 
whereas mustn't expresses strong prohibition. 
You don't have to wear a suit to the meeting, but you 
can if you want to. 
You mustn't smoke in the station. 
Shouldn't and oughtn't can be used in questions to make a 
gentle suggestion. 
Shouldn't you invite your parents to the party? 
Oughtn't you to invite your neighbours, too? 


4.6 Need and Dare 


Need as a modal is used mainly in negative and question 
forms. 

Need you ask such a personal question? 

You needn’t be so nosey! 

He needn't have been so rude! 

He didn’t need to say anything, his expression spoke 

volumes. 
We can also use need as an ordinary verb. It has 
affirmative, negative and question forms and it is usually 
used in the Present Simple and the Past Simple. It is 
followed by a full infinitive. 

We need to work at friendships. 

She needed to be honest with him. 

Do you need to talk? 
Dare as a modal is used mainly in negative and question 
forms. 

How dare you speak to me like that? 

She daren’t tell the truth for fear of the consequences. 

He dared not bring up the controversial topic. 


Note: | dare say, or | daresay can be used to say you think 
something is true. 

She’s heartbroken now, but I dare say she'll get over it. 
We can also use dare as an ordinary verb. It has affirmative, 
negative and question forms and it is usually used in the 
Present Simple and the Past Simple. It is followed by a bare 
or full infinitive. 

How did you dare (to) do it? 

Anyone who dared (to) disrespect their elders used to 

be punished. 

She didn’t dare (to) write a diary in case someone 

read it.

We use the first conditional to talk about the results of an 
action or situation that will probably happen now or in the 
future. 

If you threaten him, it won't work. 


We can also use an imperative in the main clause. 
If you want to be successful, read this book. 


5.3 Second Conditional 


If clause Main clause 


past tense would, could, might + bare infinitive 


We use the second conditional to talk about a situation 
that is 
e unlikely to happen now or in the future. 
If he went to prison, she would visit him. 
¢ impossible or imaginary in the present. 
If she inherited lots of money, she would invest it. 


We can also use the second conditional to give advice. 
If | were you, I’d forgive your friend's mistake. 


Note: We usually use were for all persons in second 
conditional sentences. 
lf our friend were here, he'd know what to do. 


5.4 Third Conditional 


If clause | Main clause 


past perfect would, could, might + have + past 
tense participle 


We use the third conditional to talk about events or 
situations in the past that could have happened, but didn't. 
They are always hypothetical because we cannot change 
the past. 
If he had been more careful, he would never have got 
into trouble. 
We could have remained friends if we hadn’‘t fallen 
out. 


5.5 Conditionals without if 


We can use a number of phrases to express conditions, 
without using if. 
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Provided that he behaves himself, the convict may be 
released early. 

As long as there is high unemployment, there will be 
social problems. 


We can use unless in first and second conditional 
sentences. It means the same as if not. 
You won't be able to get a job unless you finish school. 


We can use otherwise to replace an if clause. It means if 
not. 
You need an impressive CV. Otherwise, your job 
application will be rejected. 


We can use supposing in all conditional sentences. The 
main clause is usually a question. It means imagine or what 
if. 
Supposing you could work anywhere, where would 
you go? 


We can use an infinitive structure to replace if. 
Call me later and l'Il let you know the details. 


We can use if it wasn’t for/if it weren't for/if it hadn't been 
for + noun to replace an if clause. 
If it weren't for her dog, she would be very lonely. (If 
she didn’t have a dog ...) 
If it hadn’t been for his laziness, he might have kept 
the job. (If he hadn't been so lazy ...) 


We can use but for to replace if it wasn’t for/if it weren't 
for/if it hadn't been for. 
But for his connections, he wouldn't be working in the 
company. 
But for his parents’ help, he wouldn't have been able 
to afford the car. 


5.6 Inverted Conditionals 


We can use inversion with the following conditional forms. 
The inverted form is more formal. 
Should you have any questions, feel free to email me. 
(If you have/should have ...) 
Were he to find out the truth, he would be 
heartbroken. (If he were to find out ..., If he found 
out ...) 
Had they suspected the young man, they would have 
turned him in. (If they had suspected ...) 
Had we not acted, the consequences might have been 
even worse than they were. (If we hadn't acted ...) 


5.7 Mixed Conditionals 


If clause Main clause 


past perfect tense | would, could, might + bare infinitive 


past tense would, could, might + have + past 


participle 


A mixed conditional is where the two clauses in a 

conditional sentence refer to different times. We use 

a mixed conditional to express the present result of a 

hypothetical past event or situation. We can also use it to 

express a present state that is the cause of a past situation. 
If they hadn't fallen out over money, the brothers 
might still be friends. 


If she weren't so scared of being alone, she would 
have walked out years ago. 


5.8 Conditionals with continuous tenses 


We can use continuous tenses with conditionals to express 
e an action that has duration 
If you're making tea, will you bring me a cup? 
If she had been paying attention, she would have 
noticed the warning signs. 
* an intention 
If you are going to the party, you should dress up. 


5.9 If + going to 


We can use If + going to to express 

e an intention 
If you are going to have a party, please warn the 
neighbours first. 

e a result that is obvious from a present situation 
If it is going to rain, we will have to cancel the family 
picnic. 


5.10 If + modals 


We can use If + modals to express 
e politeness 
If you would wait a moment, | will call the manager, Sir. 
If you would like to follow me, l'Il show you to the 
office. 
If | might be so bold, could | ask whether I will have to 
wait long? 
willingness 
If she will accept the invitation, we will make 
arrangements immediately. 
(If she is willing to accept) 
e unwillingness 
If she won't change her behaviour, we will have to take 
action. 
(If she is unwilling to change) 
e anger 
If you would just listen for once, you might understand 
what he is saying! 
(If you were willing to listen) 
If you must listen to that music, at least put your 
headphones on!

6.1 Inversion 


We can use certain words and expressions at the beginning 
of a sentence for emphasis. When we do this, the word 
order changes. This is called inversion. 
Not since 1985 had the pound sunk so low. 
Not only did the bank charge interest, but it also rose 
every year. 
Under no circumstances should you invest without 
sound financial advice. 
At no time did they imagine that they would only be 
allowed limited withdrawals. 
Little did they suspect that their aunt would leave them 
all her estate. 
Rarely / Seldom do prices go down. 
She is so stingy, not once did she offer to pay for a 
shared meal. 
| was about to pay for a gift. Only then did | realise | 
had left my credit card at home. 
So little faith did the old lady have in the bank that she 
kept her life savings at home. 
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No sooner had they received their pension than they 
had spent it on essentials. 
Hardly / Scarcely / Barely had they paid off one bill 
when another arrived. 
Nowhere can you find a better rate for foreign 
exchange than at this bank. 
The expressions only after and not until introduce a clause 
or noun. The inversion follows this. 
Only after / Not until they had saved for months did 
they get married. 


6.2 So & Such 


We can use so and such at the beginning of a sentence, 
followed by the verb to be for emphasis. 
So great was the debt that it could never be repaid. 
Such was the fear of a major financial crisis that the 
government intervened. 


6.3 Wish & If only 


Unreal past forms can be used with wish and if only to refer 
to wishes in past, present and future time. 
We use wish + a past tense when we talk about the present 
or the future. 

| wish | were paid more. 

If only they could award him a pay rise. 

I wish we were able to make ends meet. 


We use wish + a past perfect tense when we talk about the 
past. 
If only she had invested her money more wisely. 


We use wish + would + bare infinitive when we talk about 
other people's annoying habits or to say that we would 
like something to be different in the future. We use it for 
actions, not states. 
I wish the landlord wouldn't call me all the time about 
the rent arrears. 


6.4 Would rather & Would prefer 


We use unreal past forms with would rather when the 
subject of would rather and the verb are not the same. If 
the subject of would rather and the verb are the same we 
use the bare infinitive. However, after would prefer we use 
a full infinitive. 

He would rather you didn’t waste your money. 

He would rather you hadn't wasted your money. 

He would rather not waste his own money. 

He would rather not have wasted his own money. 

He would prefer you not to waste your money. 

He would prefer you not to have wasted your money. 

He would prefer not to waste his own money. 

He would prefer not to have wasted his own money. 


6.5 Had better, It’s time 


We use It’s time with unreal past to talk about things that 
should already have happened or to show that something 
should happen soon. 
He’s old enough to know better; it’s time he learnt to 
manage his money. 
We've just received the final demand, so it’s time we 
paid the bill! 
To say that it is the right time for something we use it’s 
time + full infinitive. 
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Compare: 
It's time to ask for a pay rise. (It’s the right time.) 
It's time we asked for a pay rise. (We have waited long 
enough.) 
We use had better + bare infinitive to show that we should 
do something. It often has a similar meaning to it’s time + 
past tense. 
Our rent is late, we had better pay it. 
Our rent is late, it’s time we paid it. 


Unit 4 
7.1 Gradable & ungradable adjectives 


Adjectives which describe quality and have comparative 
and superlative forms are gradable. This means the person 
or thing described by the adjective can have more or less 
of the quality referred to. Gradable adjectives can be 
strong or weak. Strong gradable adjectives already have 
the meaning ‘very + weak gradable adjective. For example, 
astonished means very surprised. Strong gradable 
adjectives and ungradable adjectives are modified by 
adverbs like absolutely, totally and completely, whereas 
weak gradable adjectives can be modified by adverbs like 
fairly, very, rather, etc. 


e gradable (weak) adjective 
We were slightly surprised at the climate change 
figures. 

e gradable (strong) adjective 
We were absolutely astonished at the climate change 
figures. 

e ungradable adjective 
The climate change figures were absolutely 
unbelievable. 


7.2 Quite 


The adverb quite has a different meaning depending on 
the adjective it modifies. 
It means fairly 
e if it modifies a weak gradable adjective 
We were quite surprised at the climate change figures. 
It means extremely 
e if it modifies a strong gradable adjective 
We were quite astonished at the climate change 
figures. 


7.3 Too, Only too, None too 


Too means there is more of something than is necessary. It 
often has a negative meaning. When we want to express a 
positive or neutral idea, we usually use very. 
The hunters went too far when they wiped out the 
species. 
Saving the species was too difficult and they failed. 
Saving the species was very difficult, but they 
succeeded. 
Only too means very; to show willingness to do 
something. 
| would be only too happy to help with the 
environmental initiative. 
Only too can also show you wish the situation were 
different. 
We know only too well the consequences of illegal 
dumping. 


None too means not at all. 
| was none too sure where to recycle the plastic bags. 


7.4 Modifying adverbs 


Some adjectives and adverbs are used to emphasise 
feelings. 
The efforts to reduce waste were an utter disaster. 
The recycling campaign was utterly useless. 
The demands to cut carbon emissions seem strangely 
familiar. 
Our inability to act on climate change is astonishingly 
shortsighted. 


7.5 Hardly, barely, scarcely vs almost, virtually, 
practically 


The adverbs hardly, barely and scarcely are broad 
negatives. This means they make a statement almost totally 
negative. 
The species barely managed to survive. 
They scarcely had enough water to survive. 
Instead of these broad negatives, we can use almost, 
virtually or practically followed by a negative like no, 
never, nowhere etc. or a verb with a negative meaning. 
The elephant almost died at the hands of the poachers. 
The elephant almost didn’t survive the attack. 


7.6 Position of adjectives & adverbs 


Most adjectives go in front of a noun. Some adjectives like 
alone, alive, asleep, afraid, ill and well only follow a noun 
with a verb like be, seem, look, remain, etc. 

The sick bird was taken to the wildlife sanctuary. 

The bird was rescued because it was ill. 

Please do not wake the sleeping lion. 

The lion was asleep under a tree. 


Adjectives go after pronouns like someone, anyone, 
everywhere and nothing. 
There was someone new presenting the wildlife 
documentary. 
Going on safari was something completely different 
from her usual trips. 


7.7 Adjectives which change meaning 
according to their position 


A small group of adjectives have a different meaning when 
they are in front of the noun from the meaning they have 
when they follow the noun. 


The concerned residents campaigned against the 
rubbish dump. (The worried residents) 

The residents concerned should attend the meeting. 
(The residents whom the matter concerns) 

The article was rather involved and longwinded. (The 
article was over-complicated) 

There was a dispute about authorship of an article. 
The article involved was published widely. (The article 
referred to) 

Present company excepted, people here don’t value 
the environment enough. (The people currently here) 
There were plenty of residents present at the village 
meeting. (residents in attendance) 

What is the proper way to dispose of cooking oil? (the 
right way) 


Today is when they'll set up the equipment for the 
wildlife documentary; filming proper starts tomorrow. 
(real filming) 

Man is responsible for changing the face of the Earth. 
(Man is to blame for) 

A responsible company would try to minimise 

its environmental impact. (A sensible/trustworthy 
company)

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10.1 Countable & Uncountable nouns 


Nouns in English are either countable or uncountable, 
and some like paper, wood, work can be either countable 
or uncountable with a change in meaning. Uncountable 
nouns have only one form and are not used with numbers 
or the indefinite article, which means ‘one’. To refer to 
an amount of something uncountable we can use an 
amount of, a piece of, a great deal of, etc., whereas to 
refer to countable nouns we use a number of. We use a 
lot of to refer to both types. We use (a) few and fewer 
to refer to countable nouns and (a) little and less to refer 
to uncountable nouns. Common uncountable nouns are 
research, homework, money, information, advice.

The company did a lot of research before launching 
the product. 
He wrote a paper on the use of works of art in 
advertising.

There are two types of indefinite pronouns. The first 
category includes pronouns that refer to a non-specific 
noun. These pronouns are: anybody, anyone, anything, 
everyone, everybody, everything, nobody, no one, none, 
nothing, somebody, someone, something.

They can be followed by else to refer to a different person, 
thing or place.

The second category includes pronouns that refer to a 
specific noun whose meaning is easily understood because 
it was previously mentioned or because the words that 
follow the indefinite pronoun make it clear. These pronouns 
are: all, any, each, few, neither, some, another, both, 
either, many, one, several. Many words can be pronouns, 
for example most general determiners (except a, an, every 
and no) can also be pronouns if it is clear what they refer 
to. 

Many of these commercials are entertaining, but few 

are honest.

10.3 Demonstrative Pronouns 


The demonstrative pronouns are: this, that, these and 
those. They stand alone in a sentence or clause. They can 
be used to refer to a thing or things nearby or further away.

Demonstrative pronouns can also be used to refer to 
people. 
Hello, this is Jack speaking. Is that Jill? 


10.4 Reciprocal Pronouns 


Reciprocal pronouns are used to refer to a shared action or 
feeling and can only refer to plural or multiple nouns. 
Parents often recommend products to each other. 


They have a possessive form. 
Friends are often influenced by one another's tastes. 


10.5 Reflexive Pronouns 


Reflexive pronouns refer back to the subject of a sentence 

or clause. We can use them for 

e emphasising the subject.

e when the subject and object are the same. 
Advertisements repeat themselves to get the message 
across. 

e the object of a preposition, when the subject and the 
object are the same. 

Can the consumer decide for herself which product to 
buy?

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11.4 Bare Infinitives 


We use bare infinitives after 
e modal verbs. 
You might get a part in the new play. 
e had better to give advice. 
We had better check ticket availability. 
e would rather to talk about preference. 
| would rather read the book than watch the film 
adaptation. 


Note: We use let + object + bare infinitive when someone 
has permission to do something and it is only used in the 
active voice. In the passive we can use the verb to be 
allowed to. 

The government didn’t let them broadcast the 

documentary. 

The documentary was not allowed to be broadcast. 
We use make + object + bare infinitive when a person is 
forced to do something in the active voice. In the passive 
it's followed by a full infinitive. 

The Hollywood studio made the actress change her 

name. 

The actress was made to change her name by the 

Hollywood studio. 


11.5 Gerund or Infinitive? 


Some verbs can be followed by a gerund or a full infinitive 
with no change in meaning. Some common verbs are: 
begin, bother, continue, hate, like, love and start. 

The actor didn’t bother reading / to read reviews. 


There are other verbs that can be followed by a gerund or 
a full infinitive, but the meaning changes. Some common 
ones are go on, forget, regret, remember, stop and try. 
| don’t remember buying that magazine. (| didn't 
remember that | had bought that magazine.) 
| forgot to buy a magazine this week. (| didn't 
remember to buy a magazine, so | don’t have one.) 
I remember watching this movie at the cinema. 
(| watched this movie and now | remember watching it.) 
| remembered to watch the news. (| remembered first 
and then | watched the news.) 


We stopped talking because the performance started. 


(We didn’t talk (in the theatre) any more.) 
We stopped to watch the performance. (We stopped 
doing something so we could watch the performance.) 
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12.1 Cleft Sentences 


Cleft sentences are used to emphasise what we want to 
say. They are like a relative clause. Cleft structures include 
the reason why, the thing that, the person/people who, 
the place where, the day when and what- and all- clauses 
with is or was. 
The reason (why) he speaks two languages is his 
upbringing in a bilingual family. 
The people who really impress me are the ones who 
try to make a difference. 
What he knows best is how to survive in the rainforest. 
The only things the Kayapo need from white culture 
are flip flops and flashlights. 
What people enjoy is participating in rituals. 
What we are doing now is recording rare languages. 
What’s happening now is that traditions are dying out. 
What impressed us most was the country’s history. 
All these communities have to unite them is their 
culture. 
Cleft sentences can also be used with prepositions and 
adverbs. 
Potatoes have been an agricultural crop since around 
2,500 BC. It was then that they were first cultivated in 
Peru.
